REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claim 7 the prior art fails to teach or suggest applicant's recited 

plastic container comprising a container body of biodegradable polylactic/chemical 

synthetic polymer and a diamond-like carbon coating layer. 

Yaginuma discloses a polysaccharide biodegradable material with a silica barrier 

coating. Takuro et al. (JP 2001-018290) discloses aliphatic polyester base material with 

a diamond-like coating. However, neither reference discloses nor provides sufficient 

motivation to provide a container body of biodegradable polylactic/chemical synthetic 

polymer and a diamond-like carbon coating layer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 

than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 

accompany the issue fee.
